Sir: 

On August 4, 2010, Applicants' representatives contacted the Examiner to 
explain tlie deficiencies of the Sebastian reference in regards to Applicants' claim 1. 

During the telephone interview. Applicants' representatives explained that 
Sebastian's system determines an optimal gateway (gateway having the smallest 
hop delay) for servicing a mobile client. Specifically, Sebastian's system acquires the 
hop delay of the gateways in the network in response to switching to a new foreign 
agent (i.e. when the mobile client moves to a foreign agent, it automatically acquires 
the hop delay from all of the gateways within the network). 

Applicants then explained to the Examiner that Applicants' invention (as 
currently recited in claim 1 "home agent acquiring section") acquires the hop delay 
information from the new home agent in response to the hop delay of the current 
home agent exceeding a predetermined value. 

In response to Applicants' representatives arguments, the Examiner stated 
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that he understands our position and will consider our arguments when they are 
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filed. 
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
